young Forsythe's mother seized and held 
his pistol until the girl escaped. Simp- 
son then walked out and shot and killed' 
himself. Young Forsythe may recover. 


Emphatic Statement From Hay. 


Columbus, O., Sept. 13.—In a letter to 


Chairman Dick of the Republican state 
executive committee, Secretary of State 
Hay makes this emphatic statement re- 
garding the alleged secret alliance be- 
tween England and the United States: 
"There is no alliance with England, nor 
with any other power under heaven, ex- 
cept those known and published to the 
world, the treaties of ordinary interna- 
tional friendship for purposes of busi- 
ness and commerce. No treaty other 
than these exists; none has been sug- 
gested on either side; none is in contem- 
plation. It has never entered into the 
mind of the president nor of any member 
of the government to forsake, under any 
inducement, the wise precept and ex- 
ample of the fathers, which forbade en- 
tangling alliances with, European pow-> 
ers.'

The Englishman, although forcing the 


pace at the outset, was really never in 
it from the word go, and McGovern 
simply battered his opponent into partial 
Insensibility. The Brooklyn lad's arms 
worked like piston rods, and the punish- 
ment which he meted out to Palmer was 
swift and terrible. 


The battle did not last quite one round, 


the actual time of fighting- being 2 min- 
utes and 32 seconds, with the end of 
Which time Palmer was lying helpless, 
though half conscious, on the floor of the 
ring. Through the accidental ringingof 
the gong by the official timekeeper, the 
lads were separated when they had been 
fighting one minute. Each went to his 
corner, but the error was rectified in less 
than 12 seconds and the boys resumed 
hostilities immediately at the command 
of Referee Siler. 


From the outset McGovern seemed to 


have his man well in hand, but his most 
sanguine admirers never imagined that 
Terry would win in such short orde'-. 
It was a case o£ a hurricane fighter 
pitted against a clever boxer and. the 
fighter won. 


McGovern went'at his adversary with 


bulldog' determination and lightning 
rapidity. His arms were never at rest 
for a moment and he beat down Palmer's 
guarfl with his sledge hammer blows. 


McGovern's victory was clean cut and 


decisive, and it is just possible that in 
the near future he will .meet George. 
Dixon and Oscar Gardiner, with the 
prospect of winning the featherweight 
championship. It is up to these two 
boxers at this stage, as they are. with 
the exception of AVill Curlfey of England, 
the only lads in the ring who seem to 
be m McGovern's class. 


Tne ring- where the battle took place 


was pished in the center of a stockade 
enclosure, in v.hich seats were arranged 
for 10,000 persons. The prices of ad- 
mission ranged from S3 to $15, and seven- 
eighths of the seating capacity of the 
enclosure was occupied. The purse for 
which the lads contested 
was of the 


value of $10,000, 75 percent of which '-.vnt 
to the winner and the remainder to the 
loser. In addition to this both pugilists 
are guaranteed an interest in tne privi- 
leges accruing from the pictures taken 
of the fight. 


There were hundreds of sporting men 


from all over the United States, and a 
large number of the race track contin- 
gent was in evidence. When the ooys 
entered the ring the attendance was esti- 
mated at 9000,

The postponement of the fight from 


Monday until Tuesday, owing to the 
storm, was a hardship to the principals, 
as both of them were down to weight at 
5 o'clock Monday, morning. McGovern 
weighed then 114% pounds and Palmer 
115%, the limit being 116 pounds. 


It was undestood that they would, 


under the articles of agreement, have to 


• weigh in at 5 o'clock Tuesday morning 
again, but at the request of Palmer's 
manager it was agreed to have the lads 
meet at catch \veishts without further 
weighing. Many argued that 
Palmer 


would be benefited by this arrangement, 
but McGovern did not suffer by the con- 
cession. 


r STEAMER DIANA RETURNS, 


Reports Lieutenant Peary and Compuions 


Comfortably Housed For Winter. 


Sydney, C. B., Sept. 13.—The Peary 


Arctic club's chartered steamer Diana 
arrived here yesterday from Etah. North 
Greenland, Aug. 23, with all well on 
board. Lieutenant Peary and his two 
companions, with natlvv allies, were left 
In excellent health and spirits, comfort- 
ably housed for the \vinter, with pro- 
visions for two years and' an ample sup- 
ply of dog food, 111 walrus having been 
kiiied since Aug. 2 for that 
purpose. 


Peary will remain at Etah until Febi u- 
ary, when, with a supporting party of 
natives, he will g" to Fort Conga.- and 
thence begin his Journey toward the 
pole, either by the Greenland coast cr 
from Cape Hecla, as conditions may de- 
termine. 


Secretary Bridgeman of the Peary 


club, in command of the Diana erpedi- 
tion, left for Xew York today, taking 
Peary's full reports of his last year's 
work and maps of his discoveries. Peary 
has bestowed names of Peary Arctic cli.b 
members the farthest north. "Land be- 
yond Greely Fiord is named Jesupland, 
in honor of President Morris K. Jesup 
of the club. A bay 50 miles in extent. 
with a deep opening south of the fiord, is 


. named Cannon bay, and a 
mountain 


4700 feet high, near its head. Mount 
Bridgernan, for the secretary and treas- 
urer of the club respectively. On the 
east side of the divide of Grinnel laud 
are Benedict, Sands and Parrith glaciers, 
Harmsworth hill and Flagler bay. 


Mr. Bridgeman also brings Greely ex- 


pedition scientific records and' private 
papers of members of that party, and a 
sextant left at Repufee harbor in 1S7C by 
Lieutenant Lockwood, now admiral, of 
the 
English 
expedition Beaumont, 


brought by Lieutenant Lockwood in 1SS3 
to Fort Cougar, and recovered by Peary 
at the latter place in May last. Records 
of English cairns on Norman Lockyer 
and Washington Irving island, are also 
being sent by Lieutenant Peary to the 
club. The Diana's cruise occupied 5:1 
days andi over 5000 miles steaming, of 
which 28 days and 1700 miles were north 
of Cape York, without detention of any 
kind by ice. She carried the Stars and 
Stripes to 79.10 degrees' farther north 
than any American ship since Hall's 
Polaris in 1871. She will return immedi- 
ately to St. Johns, her home port, and go 
out of commission. 


The Fram, Nansen's ship, was last 


seen Aug. 18, 10 miles off Etah, fast in 
the ice and heading north.

Washington, Sept. 13.—The cabinet 


meeting yesterday w-as occupied in the 
discussion of a form of civil government 
for Porto Rico.

In addition, the president win 
appoint from the leading citizans of the 
island a certain number to act in a legis- 
lative capacity with the civil governor 
and the members of his council. 


For Atkinson to Consider.

don their trip. Louis Halle, who is the 
treasurer of the party, and,1 who since tha 
scheme was inaugurated a year ago has 
been fecc-iving weekly remittances from 
those who proposed going, yesterday is- 
Bued notices to the members to call at his 
office and get their money. 


Immediately after the verdict in the 


Dreyfus trial Mr. Halle commenced re- 
ceiving letters from 
members of the 


party, ^saying that under no circum- 
stances would they visit France. 
So 


many of these letters were received that 
a meeting of the executive committee 
was called and it was deemed advisable 
to call the entire trip off. 


Robert J. Thompson, secretary of the 


Lafayette memorial commission, says 
he thinks the people of the United States 
are making a rash move to condemn 
the French nation for the1 Dreyfus ver- 
dict. 
The people of the United States 


owe a deep debt of gratitude to.France, 
he says, and we should show moderation 
and sympathy at this time instead of 
violence. 


"The people of America must not for- 


get that as, a "nation independent of Eu- 
ropean influence and dictation we owe 
all practically to France. 


"The treatment of France by the 


United States has, under the circum- 
stances which have existed, been, to 
say the least, most ungrateful and 
shameful. 
Do our people know that be- 


sides giving us Lafayette, France also 
gave us Rochambeau, with thousands 
of the best trained soldiers in Europe. 
She gave u^ DeGrasse and Count D'Es- 
taing with fleets of splendid war ships, 
and she expended, in her co-operation 
with General Washington in the war for 
Independence, $280,000,000. 
She loaned 


and gave us outright1 as gifts of friend- 
ship many millions of dollars, and she 
did these things at a time when! noJ_to 
have done them would have mean&the 
absence of the republic of the United 
States on the western continent, in my 
opinion, forever. 


"It 
seems incredible, but history 


nevertheless records the fact," continues 
Secretary Thompson, "that but a few 
years after our establishment' as an in- 
dependent government through the aid 
of France, we negotiated'a secret treaty 
or friendly alliance with Great Britain 
against 
France, 
resulting: in this 


outraged friend turning her guns on 
our infant marine, producing a loss of 
$20,000,000, which France later agreed to 
pay if we would reimburse her for the 
expense she had gone to in establishing 
usi as an independent nation. We quick- 
ly acknowledged the expenditure on the 
part of France of the $280,000,000 in our 
behalf, played the poverty act and 
begged them to withdraw their bill,- To 
this day, 100 years after, the French 
spoliation claims are unpaid. 


"The United States as a, government 


and the people individually owe to 
France more than can ever be paid. 
Therefore moderation just now would be 
the part of friendship rather than a 
wild and useless attempt to interfere in 
her most sacred internal affairs. 


"France as a nation should have our 


sympathy at this juncture, instead of 
our hatred. It is a country* where the 
•unexpected always happens, and we may 
hope for a satisfactory adjustment of 
the Dreyfus affair before the matter is 
closed." 


At a conference between Commissioner 


General Peck ant the various heads of 
the departments in the Paris exposition 
commission, the directors all reported 
progress in their, departments, and great 
interest manifested by the exhibitors. 


Pardon Urged. 


Paris, Sept. 13.—Under the 
head of 


"Pacification" The Temps urges the gov- 
ernment to take advantage of the present 
conditions and pardon Dreyfus, which, 
it adds, "would put the finishing touches 
to the Kennes verdict, and would per- 
mit France to occupy herself with the 
affairs of the country and the exhibition. 


At a mass meeting the citizens of 


Galveston 
adopted resolutions con- 


demning the Dreyfus verdict, but ex- 
pressing the conviction that the liberty- 
loving people of France would them- 
selves see justice done. 


The British Columbia government Is 


being urged to notify the French au- 
thorities that it will not make an exhibit 
at the Paris exposition if the Dreyfus 
verdict is allowed to stand. 


About 500 persons gathered at Music 


hall, Louisville, to participate in an ex- 
pression of sympathy for Captain Drey- 
fus. Resolutions denouncing the verdict 
of the court-martial were adopted and 
addressee were delivered by gentlemen 
of local prominence. 


The Dreyfus movement Auxiliary so- 


ciety has been organized at Chicago, 100 
prominent Jews becoming members. Dr. 
A. Zuhn was elected president, and a 
committee to secure subscriptions and 
speakers for mass meetings was ap* 
pointed. 


By an unanimous vote the Kansas 


City board of trade adopted resolutions 
denouncing the procedure which result- 
ed in the conviction of Captain Dreyfus. 


Three Colonies For Federation. 


London, Sept. 13.—The confederation 


scheme of the Australian colonies pro- 
vides that addresses to the queen from 
three colonies asking for power to form 
a confederation shall be sufficient for its 
formation. As three colonies. New South 
Wales, South Australia and 
Victoria, 


have voted addresses on the subject, the 
Imperial parliament, upon the resump- 
tion of its sessions will, it is presumed, 
take the matter up, whether or not the 
result in the other colonies shall be tav. 
Orable to joining in the movement.

HE Russian bear is a restless being. 
He has a penchant for prowling 
about the east and putting an ag- 


gressive paw into little territorial pies. 


He is dreaded by the Knglish, he is 


watched with apprehension by the 
American, he is hated by the German 
and with the Jap his name is anathema. 
He is, on the whole, a very unpopular 
animal. 


Al! the world tacitly recognizes that 


the Slav intends to make a grea* nd 


who have never been able to forgive 
Hussia for depriving her of the right- 
ful spoils of war after the defeat of the 
Chinese lleet by the ironclads of the 
progressive little island of the chrysan- 
themum. ]Joth Russia and Japan, it is 
reported, are at present quietly arming 
for some linal conflict which diplomats 
of either country seem to sniff in the 
near political future. Backdown is a 
word not to be found in the Japanese 
lexicon, and when the tussle really does 
come, whether it be a. matter of months 


is very nice, as Kipling has remarked, 
until he tucks his shirt in. 


Let us suppose, for instance, that 


England, America and Japan were to 
join hands in a campaign against their 
great world foes. 
The first country 


could put . 
BS ships of the line- into ac- 


tion, while Uncle Sarn could produce 21 
and Jupun IS. This would make a total 
of 127 shipa of the line, while the total 
number of vessels of the same class 
possessed by the allied powers, Russia 
and France, known as the dual alliance, 


old in design and inadequate in arma- 
ment. Another important thing to be 
remembered in this connection is the 
personnel of all such naval forces. The 
Anglo-Saxon has had the experience 
and has always sustained his reputa- 
tion as an unrivaled fighting member.

glorious fight for supremacy in the 
orient before very many years have 
passed away, and it is pretty generally 
understood that while the white caar is 
kindly convening peace congresses for 
the reformation of belligerent mankind 
he is not altogether overlooking his own 
little interests in the far off east. He 
has overrun Manchuria, and he is 
crowding down upon Tibet and India. 
-He has had the upper hand in China foi 
some time, and just at present he has 
a covetous eye upon Korea. 
All of 


which, of course, is not exactly balm to 
the ruffled feelings of the -Japanese, 


or of years, it will be found that the 
little Jap will have a few friends in his 
struggle against the Slav. 


Japan thinks that she can count on 


the support of both the United States 
and England, two nations which can- 
not be regarded as insignificant allies 
in any such row. 


This war cloud, of course, has not 


yet altogether materialised, but while 
an electrical uneasiness hangs over the 
diplomatic world it is interesting to 
speculate on the result of any such 
pending struggle between the Anglo- 
Saxon and the Cossack. The Russian 


totals only 99. The triple alliance of 
Germany, Austria and Russia -would 
possess only 73 of the same kind of 
floating war machines. 
The Japo- 


Anglo-Saxon alliance would also have 
224 cruisers to manipulate against 103 
of the dual alliance and 64 of the triple 
alliance. Ships for coast defense would 
also give a preponderating margin to 
our own side, and we could master no 
less than 431 torpedo boats, 313 of these 
coming from England alone, France, 
however, with her 2SS torpedo boats 
would prpttv well counterbalance our 
advantage here, though the triple al- 
liance would fall pretty well short of 
our aggregate in this line. 
Then, of 


course, there is the immense merchant 
marine service of England 
to draw 


from, to say nothing of our own. 


But figures do not constitute the final 


decision in a case like this. Many of 
the ships of the continental powers are 


tags. Russia, Germany and France are 
all more or less shut in from the sea, 
while England, the United States and 
Japan are all absolutely free and un- 
circumscribed in this respect. 


In event of such a struggle, the first 


and the fiercest fighting would take 
place on the sea. When the time came 
for worrying about armies of occupa- 
tion for the victorious side, the Japo- 
Anglo-Saxon alliance would have a 
population of something like 498,000,000 
of people to draw from, while Russia, 
Germany, France, Austria and Italy to- 
gether would have just a little over 
two-thirds of this gigantic number of 
supporters within all their ^borders. 


All of which, of course, is very inter- 


esting and very satisfactory to the 
Anglo-Saxon and the Jap, but then one 
never can tell, you know. Americans, 
however, are not sitting up nights wor- 
rying over the outcome. 


The Source of the Niger.

Scotch lad of 17, he entered his father's shipyaids, and after serving an ap- 
prenticeship of seven years became superintendent of one of the largest ship- 
building firms of England. After several yeais filth this firm and much ex- 
perimentation in the construction of fast ships he went back to his old home 
in Fairlie, Scotland, and, entering business with his father, soon secured a 
reputation as the designer of speedy racing and pleasure yachts.

The tone of this meeting was, as is al- 
ready well known, to the effect that not another hair beyond those proposals 
already put forward by their president would be conceded to the detested for- 
eigners. It was at this meeting that General Joubert called on all the Boers 
present to remember the solemn oath taken by them in 1SSO, when each Boer 
patriot, holding a stone in his hand, took a solemn oath before the Almighty that 
he would shed the last drop of blood if need be for his beloved country.

In this respect 
we must speak of public sentiment, 
though public sentiment is something 
that has heen spoken, about so freely 
and so carelessly as almost to deprive 
the most serious mention of it of any 
power to attract attention, or gain for 
it the consideration it so- much de- 
serves. But above all things, wee need 
a. healthy public sentiment In this city.

has played politics and taken care 
of his friends, a man, who represents 
some 
organization, 
faction^ 
or 


clique, 
on the whole a man who 


has been looking out 
for himself 


by catering to the wishes, wants pre- 
judices or success of others. Must we 
sink to that level of indifference to the 
weal of the city of North Adams which 
will permit us to allow the mayor of 
North Adams to be graduated from 
cither of these schools? Must we have 
the man who stands for nothing1 and 
so is popular, or must we have the man 
who has paved his way to the mayor,'s 
chair by paying his way, paying his 
Mipportors by satisfying the demands 
they have made* on him? To choose 
f-ithcr is to degrade the city. 


We have the alternative, the alter- 


native of maintaining 
that 
deep, 


hpalthy interest in the public welfare 
which will cause us to accept the 
strong, qualified man without regard to 
his popularity. We want a man for 
mayor who has executive ability, who 
is honest beyond all question, who will 
not improve tho opportunities of the 
office to gain political prestige by the 
practice of paying political debts, who 
will administer the affairs of thr; city 
aw he would his own private affairs 
without regard to any end but the end 
1C •uccegsful administration, It ought

not to be Impossible, to elect such a 
man. We believe that It is not Impos- 
sible. To believe that it is Impossible 
is to believe that popular government 
is a failure. The man whose ambi- 
tions make him cater to the saloon 
element, the man whose ambitions 
influence him to elevate -ward politi- 
cians, the man whose ambitions make 
him fawn on labor, the man whose 
ambitions prompt him to flsh for the 
approval of the conservative element, 
the radical element or any other ele- 
ment is not the man North Adams 
wants for mayor.

It has been the custom in this sena- 


torial district to give the senator two 
terms. It is an unwritten law, and 
there should not be a departure from 
it this year without good and sufficient 
cause. It is not enough that a new 
man wants the office, or that some part 
of the district cla'ms that the honor 
belongs to that 
particular 
section. 


Thera should be a broader and a better 
purpose for a change. The question is 
one that demands calm and wise con- 
sideration. The voters of this district 
arc trying to solve it now. 


When Mr. Parsons, because of per- 


sonal dissatisfaction, refused to vote 
for his party's candidate for TJnited 
States senator, his action was the oc- 
casion of comment and unfavorable 
criticism. Perhaps a majority of the 
Republicans of the district felt that 
they had not been fairly represented. 
They believe that it was not an occa- 
sion for the expression of individual 
dislike, but one when a vote should 
be governed by public or party expe- 
diency. In other words, that Mr. Par- 
sons should not withhold his support 
from Mr. Lodge unless he was satis- 
fied that a majority of his district 
would endorse his action. There was 
not in this case any claim that Mr. 
Lodge was unfitted for public service, 
but rather exception on the part of 
Mr. Parsons to tho senator's position 
on certain questions of public policy. 


Again, the Republicans of this dis- 


trict who want to stand by the presi- 
dent's course la putting down the in- 


efforts to Maintain the honor and In- 
tegrity of our government, do not feel 
that they are properly represented in

Just how the interests of laboring 


men are injured in maintaining our 
country's honor and asserting our su- 
premacy and authority dees not ap- 
pear, but it shows the spirit which 
animates the president's accusers. 


In reviewing the matter weight will 


be given to the influence which would 
be exerted by the indorsement of Mr. 
Parsons by re-nomination. Such action 
would be hailed all over the land as 
an "anti" victory and it would be 
counted as a rebute to the president 
and those who uphold him. 


We are quite sure that the ma- 


jority of Republicans in the district 
will come to the conclusion that these 
are reasons sufficient to withhold their 
support from Mr. Parsons.

The trade of the Philippines In 1808 


IB discussed by a report of tbe British 
consul at Manila, Just received by the 
treasury bureau of statistics. He opens 
his rgportitoy saying: "Notwithstanding 
that tor the moment all commercial en- 
terprise is paralyzed there is abundant 
evidence that when peace and a settled 
form of government are well establish- 
ed the future prosperity of the Filipi- 
nos will far exceed the past. The cli- 
mate of Manila, as far as I have yet 
experienced it, is similar to all tropical 
climates, and the health of Europeans 
depends principally upon themselves. 
The town of Manila, which is of great 
extent, has the disadvantage of being 
only eight or ten feet above the sea 
level, and ag tte natives have hitherto 
been taught to regard all sanitary 
projects as useless there is heavy work 
In the task of draining, etc., and heav- 
ier still in persuading the Filipino that 
such measures are necessary. 


Discussing the commerce of the Phil- 


ippines, the report shows something of 
a falling off in the year 1898, due to 
the disturbed conditions, but shows the 
exports of sugar in 1898 to be 177,695 
tons, against 202,092 in 1897, of which 
four-fifths were from the island of 
Hollo, though in 1897 only about two- 
thirds of the sugar exports were from 
Iloiio. The exportation of hemp In 
1898 falls but little below that of 1897, 
two-thirds of the amount being from 
the Island of Iloiio and the remainder 
from Cebu. 


The figures showing the exportation 


of sugar from Iloiio for a long term of 
years are interesting and suggestive. 
They show that the exportation of sug- 
ar from Iloiio in 1859 was 86,832 piculs 
(picul equals 133 1-3 pounds); in 1869, 
117,508; in 1879, 762,004; in 1889, 1,792,- 
119; In 1896, 1,994,378; in 1897, 2,088,- 
672, and in 1898, 2,470,432. 


Regarding trade prospects In the 


Philippines, the British vice consul at 
Iloiio, Mr. 'Fyfe, says: "The preferen- 
tial tariff hitherto enjoyed by Spanish 
goods, and which was rapidly divert- 
ing this trade to Barcelona, being now 
abolished, competition from that quar- 
ter should scarcely be possible any 
longer. Notwithstanding the disturb- 
ed state of" the country business has 
been well up to the average, several 
of the neighboring islands and prov- 
inces which have hitherto drawn their 
supplies • from Manila having had to 
buy in this market during the block- 
ade of the former port. Owing to the 
uncertainty of the future fresh arrivals 
of goods have been on a much reduced 
scale, so that stocks today in the Im- 
porter's hands are exceptionally light. 
The import of petroleum this year has 
been very small, only 30,000 cases, 
74,000 cases being the import m 1897. 
This is accounted for by tbe falling off 
in consumption among the principal 
classes on account of the high price 
and also on account of large stocks 
held over from the previous year. On 
account of the unsettled state of af- 
fairs in the whole group of the Phil- 
ippine Islands the sale of new milling 
plant has been almost nothing." 


That the Philippines are likely to be- 


come of much greater value with a di- 
versification and development of in- 
dustries along the lines suggested by 
the requirements of the markets of the 
temperate zones is indicated by .Vice 
Consul Fyfe, who says: 


"The final decision of the present 


crisis is now anxiously awaited, awJ 
time will show if these rich islands do 
not in the future produce many other 
products which have never been de- 
veloped or cultivated." This sugges- 
tion is especially interesting taken in 
connection with a single item in the 
table of the principal exports of tha 
Philippines given below. This item is 
indigo, and while it shows a compara- 
tively small exportation of this article, 
66,584 pounds in 1897, It suggests the 
possibilities as to an Increase in the 
production of an article whose export 
value from India has for years range'", 
from $6,000,000 upward.

'AMERICAN FRUITS "W 'CHIN A, 


How Kxporta to the Orient May Be 


Increased. 


Consul Johnson writes from Amoy 


that the condition of the fruit crop in 
China has little or no effect upon the 
Importation. The tropical fruits do not 
come Into competition with the product 
of the United States; and in the more 
northern districts, where northern 
fruits might be grown, the quality,, of 
the products, owing to the ignorance or 
indifference of the people, places them 
outside the pale of competition with 
good fruits. 


The only exception to this rule, pos- 


sibly, consists of grapes grown In the 
•north of China, some varieties of which 
are excellent. 


There is a steadily Increasing de- 


mand among the natives for foreign 
fruits, whether canned, dried or pre- 
served. The European population look 
to these imported fruits almost ex 
cluslvely to supply their tables. Tinned 
pears, peaches and apricots come prin- 
cipally from America, while preserved 
fruits, Jams and dried fruits still come 
largely from Europe. The reason is ap- 
parent. The American manufacturer 
will not, or does not, meet the condi- 
tions required. Since there are no 
peaches or pears in Europe which can 
compete with those from California, 
the oriental merchant has no choice; 
In other lines he is not so restricted. 
Prunes and raisins are largely used. 
The dried fruit is put up in bottles and 
sealed. In no other way can it be 
shipped to the tropics without great 
loss, as the humidity of the climate or 
Insects will soon render it unsalable. 
No fruits, biscuits, crackers or any 
other food product can be safely ship- 
ped to central or southern China or 
the Philippine Islands without being 
sealed in glass bottles or tinned. The 
English, and continental merchants and 
manufacturers understand this and put 
up their.fruits accordingly. If tinned, 
the tins are either painted or varnished 
to prevent rust and consequent loss to 
the merchant. - 


The American manufacturer has 


found a market for his product without 
these extra expenses and is slow to 
meet the .demand. Hence dried fruits, 
Jains and tinned fruits are usually 
bought In other countries where these 
necessary details tare Booked after. 


Bohemians May Go to Bnenov Ayres. 


Many of Hhe Bohemians living in this 


c'-untry, says a Chicago dispatch, are 
considering plans of emigrating to 
South America. Jose Faber of Bnenos 
Ayres is in Chicago on his way to con- 
fer with Dr.' Martin Garcia Merou, 
minister of the% Argentine Republic at 
Washington, relative to the induce- 
ments offered to Bohemians to leave 
this country and take up their abode in 
the southern parts of the Argentine Ee- 
public. Mr. Faber has chosen three 
Bohemian"newspaper men and a priest, 
who will^explore the promised land at 
the expense of the Argentine Republic, 
with a view of Inducing their country- 
men to leave the United States if bet- 
ter opportunities are offered. If the re- 
ports of this commission are in favor 
of emigration, the Argentina govern- 
ment, according to the statement of 
Mr. Faber, will offer each settler 500 
acres of land in the state of Chubut 
for a small consideration, with the un- 
derstanding, however, that this tract 
shall be converted into farming land.

ages. At the trial of the case last June, 
after hearing the case for the petition*, 
er, Judge Dewey dismissed the petition 
on the ground that it should have been 
made to some other city authorities 
than the ones petitioned.

To some extent they necessitate a con- 
struction of the charter of the city.

TAGALb FULL OF FIGHT. 


Ottceri of » Bq*MP 8hl» Tell ot At- 


fBlrii In tbe Pbillpplne*. 


According to the first and second offi- 


cers of tbe Halyrood, a British vessel 
Just arrived in New York from tbe 
PhillpplneB with 10,000 mats of raw 
sugar, says the Tribune, tbe natives of 
lloilo are glad that tbe Americans in- 
stead of the Spaniards are now occupy- 
ing tbe Philippines. Captain Miller of 
the Holyrood has been ashore most of 
tbe time since bis vessel arrived on 
Saturday, and tbe best tbe reporter 
could do was to talk witb tbe first and 
(second officers, Fleming and Carring- 
ton. 


"The Filipinos at lloilo who loaded 


our sugar got about $1.50 in Mexican 
money for 12 hours' work," said Flem- 
ing. "That is equal to about 75 cents 
In gold. They are good workers, those 
natives, although very stupid. Their 
work as stevedores makes them ex- 
tremely muscular. They are big fel- 
lows too. They are satisfied witb the 
control of lloilo by the United States, 
because they are getting pretty nearly 
double the wages they received three 
years ago, and the scale is still going 
up. We left lloilo for the Suez canal 
about June 1. On May 1 we were at 
Manila. That was the anniversary of 
Admiral Dewey's naval victory and the 
sailors bad a great day of it. Many of 
the prominent officers of the army and 
navy were present. All the boats in the 
harbor were covered witb flags and ev- 
ery one bad a day off." 


"Where do tbe Tagals get their am- 


munition?" tho reporter asked Car- 
rington, the second officer. 


"That's what Otis and Dewey want 


to know," said Carrington. "They seem 
to have money and friends among tbe 
big powers. One of these days it will 
all come out tliat some rich gang of 
filibusters is supplying Aguinaldo with 
ammunition, and when that comes, 
look out for breakers. They're even 
getting quick firing guns from some- 
where." 


"What about peace between the na- 


tives and the Americans?" 


"There vron't be any righi, away,"

While the.'bame of Dreyfus is on ev- 


ery tongue'^'fjays the St. Louis Repub- 
lic, it/uJ^f'le. interesting to trace its 
history^/ The name, which is very com- 
niotx ainotg Jews in Germany, France 
Sbd/Switzerland, means, of course, 
'three'feet and was evolved as follows: 
In/the middle of the sixteenth century, 
thjTlng one of the popular and periodi- 
•fcal persecutions of the Jews on the 
continent, a number of Jews left 
Treves aud flea to the neighboring Al- 
eace. 


At that time the Israelites, faithful to 


ancient traditions, were as yet without 
surnames. When, however, they had 
to be inscribed on the official lists 
of Inhabitants in their new Alsa- 
tian homes, it was necessary that 
the Abrahams and Isaacs and Ja- 
cobs from Treves should be distin- 
'gnlshed by some surname from oth- 
er persons of the same names. 
The 


register then hit upon the Idea of add- 
ing Treriranus, or Man»of Treves, to 
the names of the whole cluster of im- 
migrants. Instead of writing the name 
In full the scribe abbreviated thus, 
Trerus. And so, IB the course of time, 
Trevus became the surname of the 
.whole class. 'But the vox popull, know- 
ing nothing of Latin and the history of 
persecuted Jews, could not understand 
the meaning of such a name as Trevus 
and since names must mean something 
gimply changed the word to Dreyfus.

Date Culture In Arizona. 


One of the most interesting experi- 


ments in which the department of ag- 
riculture, says a Washington dispatch, 
is now engaged is the cultivation of 
dates in Arizona. A department agent 
bas just returned from the Mediter- 
ranean region, where he was sent to 
study figs and dates, with a view to 
the introduction of the most adaptable 
species into Arizona and southern Cal- 
ifornia. Already some very successful 
efforts have been made in that quar-- 
ter, particularly* in the Salt river bot- 
tom, which has a soil too alkaline for 
ordinary crops. 
It is well watered 


from beneath, and the climate is warm, 
just the conditions most favorable to 
the cultivation of dates in the Mediter- 
ranean region. It is believed they can 
be profitably as well as successfully 
grown here. For the most part Amer- 
icans import a very cheap grade of 
dates. Taste here bas not been culti- 
vated, so that the better varieties, 
which retail from 20 to 25 cents a 
pound, find a large market. It is pro- 
posed to introduce, into the southwest 
only these better grades, and it is quite 
possible that before many years this 
country will produce a good share of 
Its own dates.

Hearst's pro- 
posed gift of $8,000,000 to the Univer- 
pity of California means that that in- 
stitution will doubtless have the hand- 
somest and most complete college 
buildings In the United States.

Smashing 1h.e Quinine Monopoly. 
According to official reports at the 


state department, steps have been tak- 
en to break down the quinine trust or- 
ganized by German manufacturers. 
The Javanese planters have found the 
syndicate able to control the price of 
cinchona by manipulating the relative 
price of the bark and the quinine. Re- 
cently some of the largest and most in- 
fluential planters in Java have organ- 
ized to control the supply in such a way 
as to keep the raw material out of the 
hands of the syndicate and have begun 
to encourage direct trade with the 
United States. Factories have been 
established in Java, and since last 
January, when the new trade began, 
265,900 ounces of sulphate of quinine 
have been shipped direct to this coun- 
try, although there have been no ex- 
ports of cinchona to the "United ^States. 
Consular officers say there is no reason 
why the United States should not get 
both the cinchona bark and the sul- 
phate of quinine direct from Java and 
thus avoid the excessive exactions of 
the German trust It has bsen propos- 
ed to establish a regular market in Ba- 
tavia, and it is believed the develop- 
ment of AmeAcan enterprises in the 
Philippines will turn attention to Java 
and its capacity for supplying the ever 
increasing dmnands of the quinine 
trade.

These 
expert authorities of worldwide fame 
were making a few comparisons which 
led to some interesting comments by 
the engineer in chief, who said: 


"To put it in a few words, in these 


days of mechanics everything begins 
at the coal pile. The whole world ia 
on wheels, moved by steam or electric- 
ity; but, as I say, everything is done 
from the coal pile TO the boiler, from 
the boiler to the engine, from the en- 
gine to the dynamo, from the dynamo 
to the electric motor. Whether getting 
up the anchor, propelling the ship, ven- 
tilating between decks, cooking food 
for the crew, hoisting the ammunition 
In action, moving the turrets or work- 
ing the guns, the entire outfit starts 
from the coal pile. Electricity must 
have the steam engine back of it." 


Referring to the future of marine 


design, armament and machinery, the 
admiral continued: 


"The engines of the Kearsarge will 


go as high as we have gone in speed 
to date. These engines are triple ex- 
pansion, 10,000 horsepower, and are 
rated at 18 knots. 


"Our own next departure from for- 


mer models, a practice which is also 
coming in vogue among English de- 
signers, is to create a composite class, 
incorporating the best defensive and 
offensive features of the battleship 
and the protected cruiser. They may be 
brought nearer alike by increasing the 
tonnage of the cruiser and increasing 
the armor protection and reducing the 
armor protection on the battleship and 
having more and lighter guns. Thus 
we bring the two classes under one 
and greatly simplify construction and 
administration. 


"The ships Kearsarge and Kentucky, 


as I have said, are rated at 18 knots. 
The expectation of the future from 
ships of the combined battleship and 
cruiser characteristics mentioned is an 
increase of speed to 20 knots and more. 
Some of the modern British ships of 
this class are claiming 19 knots. 


"I am confident in our new ships of 


doing even better than that. We have i 
two big ships ordered by congress, but 1 
the contracts are not yet let. We have 
52 vessels, from torpedo boats up to 
battleships, all of the latest designs j 
and unsurpassed in the world for effi- | 
ciency and speed. 
It Is doubtful | 


whether any more of the heavy class 
( 


will be constructed. 
The designs of 


the future tend to higher speed and ! 
about 15,000 tons displacement. 
j 


"The French have ships going as ] 


high as 22 or 23 knots an hour. They | 
have lighter batteries and lighter ar- 
mor. 
That is the policy of naval con- 


struction for the future. 


"We are also tending toward tubular 


boilers, permitting of higher pressure 
of steam, greater grades of expansion, 
giving us greater economy of fuel. Yet 
this is not an unmitigated gain, be- 
cause it requires a higher grade of in- 
telligence in supervision and in mak- 
ing repairs, which are becoming more 
and more numerous with the many 
modern appliances now crowding into 
all classes of ships and which ten years 
ago were not thought of. 


"The great problem of the future ia 


to have men who can properly direct 
and manipulate these great fighting 
machines. 
The handling of one of 


these costly constructions in these 
days Is no longer a simple matter of 
navigation. The whole ship's company, 
officers and men, must now be educat- 
ed and trained mechaniciens—to use a 
terse French word—and electricians." 


The engineer In chief added: "I feel 


a measure of safety In following any- 
thing English, but not of the other 
constructive naval powers, as they are 
apt to incorporate 'gimcracks,' and 
these are not safe under the strain of 
actual war. 


"The official reports of the war with 


Spain show most satisfactory results. 
There was not a 'sky rocket' engine or 
ship—that is, one which starts with a 
spurt and drops like a stick. All were 
(durable and reliable. It Is remarkable, 
ibut nothing gu.ve out, and even repairs 
were down to a minimum, not exceed- 
ing the proper care of the same class 
of ships in time of peace. A few tor- 
pedo boats were struck and needed re- 
pairs, but their performances were 
splendid." 


The admiral did not think much of 


French marine engineers, as they were 
disposed to radical steps not justified 
by achieved advancement and not sus- 
,tained by thoroughly established re- 
sults. 


"The Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse and 


other German transatlantic liners," 
said he, "show that the Germans are 
no small hands at marine eteam engi- 
neering. The Russians are buyers, but 
they are becoming engineers. 
They 


put out some of the best abstract 
scientific work in the world. 


"I often think what a mistake Sena- 


tor SuiBue;- made in defeating "the an- 
nexation of Santo Domingo. Samana 
bay Is the greatest harbor In the world. 
It is far superior to anything we secur- 
ed in the Spanish war. General Grant 
always looked a long way ahead. St. 
Thomas was cheap.

OUR TRADE IN TRANSVAAL. 


Wews ot Director General of Phila- 


delphia Exposition. 


Director General Wilson of the Na- 


tional Export exposition at rhiladel- 
phia has this to say about the tracje 
of the United States with the Trans- 
vaal: 


"Our trade is chiefly with Johannes- 


burg, a city of about 30,000 people, al- 
most all of whom are English, Scotcli 
or German. Pretoria is smaller and 
the trade much less. What wo ship 
there direct is but a small proportion 
of our trade with South Africa, so 
small as to be almost insignificant. 


"But the reason for, its being insig- 


nificant is that nearly all our trade Is 
with British and Portuguese countries 
there, and these reship the supplies of 
the Dutch republic. Several American 
firms have branch houses there. The 
only branch which I know of from this 
city is that of an engineering compa- 
ny, which furnishes electrical supplies. 
A Chicago firm, manufacturing ma- 
chinery, has a big trade there, which 
is supplied from a branch factory lo- 
cated in England. 


"The only statistics available are 


those of our exports to the various 
South African countries. Two regular 
lines of steamers sail monthly from 
New York city to South African ports, 
a number of extra vessels being char- 
tered at times. Mining tools, rcichin- 
ery and implements figure largely in 
the goods sent. All lumber Is from 
Sweden, Norway or the United States, 
as timber does not grow In South Afri- 
ca, and our proportion is about one- 
third of the whole amount. Petroleum 
and other oils come entirely 
from 


America, and paraffin also cuts a 
heavy figure. 


"Ninety per cent of South Africa's 


Imported carriages and vehicles come 
from America, and all wood for such, 
their manufacture and repair, Is also 
from here. Every store In the country 
keeps American cotton duck. Chicago 
has an Immense trade in canned goods. 


"The extent of the demand for pe- 


troleum may be Inferred when I say 
that only four cities In South Africa 
have gas plants. One of these Is Jo- 
hannesburg. The price is almost pro- 
hibitive, as it is $5 per thousand feet. 
There are a good many electric lighting 
plants. 
The common wooden beam 


plow made in America has been In use 
there for 50 years. He hold the mar- 
ket for small implements, the slight 
amount of heavy agricultural machin- 
ery usually coming from England."

Ellis H. Roberts, treasurer, portrait of 
Hendricks. This note Is a lithograph, 
printed on two sheets of Japanese tis- 
sue paper, between which very coarse 
red and blue silk fiber has been dis- 
tributed. The lathe work In counters 
in face is creditably executed; lettering 
In border so blurred as to be illegible; 
color of ink is a reddish brown, instead 
of black; seal is of bright brick red, 
instead of carmine. The number of 
the note at hand is E20,394,345; color 
and formation of numbers is good, but 
alignment bad. The back of the note is 
more deceptive than the face. The 
number of the back plate Is 36. - Line 
'Bureau of Engraving and Printing' is 
so blurred ns to be illegal, and qJl of 
the ornamental work is so blurred that 
detail is lost. The note will not de- 
ceive any one familiar with money. 
The credit for the discovery of the note 
Is due to the cashier of tbe National 
Park bankj^ew Tork.""

He 
was about five feet ten inches in height, 
rather thin, and had a dark moustaoh0. 
In the right-hand pocket of the cont 
was found the other pedal.

In the vest pockets there 
was a cigar case. with, a silver plate,

parties: in another poclcet were two 
pawn tickets issued by the Collateral 
Loan company of 158 Tremont street, 
Boston, to R. E. Mowbray. one of them 
was given in return for a. Swiss watch, 
number 23034. and a-pair of sleeve but- 
tons for a loan of $2. It was pledged 
September 2.

INTERESTING PENSION CASE 


Soldier's Widow Asked to Prove the 


Death of Her First Husband 


City Almoner Irigraham and L. F. 


Amadon of Ranford post were in South 
Williamstown yesterday looking up the 
case of Mrs. Lewis Cheesbro, formerly 
of his city, and whose husband died 
last spring. 


The case is an interesting one. Mrs. 


Cheesbro's first husband went into the 
army at the time of the civil war an'l 
never returned. Mrs. Cheesbro heard 
that he was dead, but nvver had proof 
of his death. 
Some years later she

This 
strikes her and her friends as rather 
queer, but the point probably is that 
until this death is proved Mrs. Chees- 
bro cannot be considered to have been 
the legal wife of Mr. Cheesbro. If this 
ia the point it will be hard work to get 
the pofsion unless the death of the 
first husband can be established beyond 
doubt. 


Mrs, Cheesbro, having been the wife 


of two soldiers, will consider it pretty 
hard luck if she finds1 herself unable 
to establish her title to a pension."
